Education Law. 


AN ACT TO l'HOVIl>]C FOIl THE ATTKN- 


DAjMCE OF 01IILDUEN IN TUB SCHOOLS 
OF THIS COMMONWEALTH AND MA IC- 
ING AN ENUMERATION OF CHILDREN 
FOR THAT PURPOSE ; ALSO PKOVJUINO 
COMPENSATION FOR TEE ASSESSORS 
MAKING THE 
ENUMERATION 
AND 


PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR 
VIOLA- 


TIONS OK THIS 
ACT. 


Section 1. Be it enacted, &e., That 


every parent, guardian or other person 
in this Commonwealth, having control 
or charge of a child or children between 
the ages of eight and thirteen years, 
shall be required to send such child or 
children to a school in which the com- 
mon English branches are taught, and 
such child or children -shall attend such 
school durini? at least sixteen weeks of 
each year in which schools in their re- 
spective districts shall he in session, un- 
less such child or children shall be ex- 
cused from such attendance by the toard 
of the school district in which parent, 
guardian or oilier person resides, upon 
the presentation to said board of satis- 
factory evidence showing such child or 
children from attendance at school, or 
applicatiou to study, by mental or physi- 
cal or other urgent reasons: Provided, 
That in case there be no public school in 
session within two miles of the nearest 
traveled road of any person within the 
school district, he or she shall not be 
liable to the provisions of this act: 
Provided, That this act shall not apply 
to any child that has bpen or is being 
otherwise instructed in the common 
English branches of learning for a like 
period of time: and provided further, 
That the certificate of any principal of 
any school or educational institution, 01 
of any teacher, that any child has been 
or is being so instructed, issued to such 
child or its parents or guardians shall be 
sufficient and satisfactory evidence there- 
of. 


Section 2. For every neglect of duty 


mposed by the first section of this act, 
the person in parental relation offend- 


shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 


and shall, upon conviction thereof be- 
'ore a justice of the peace or alderman, 
forfeit a Bne not exceeding two dollars 
on the flrst conviction, and a fine not 
exceeding five dollars for each subse- 
quent conviction • Provided, Upon con- 


iction the defendant or defendants may 


appeal to the court oi quarter sessions 
of the peace of the proper county within 
,hirty days, upon enteiing into recogni- 
sance with one surety for the amount oi 
lues and 
costs: Provided 
however, 


That before such penalty shall be iucur- 
'ed, the parent, guardian or other per 
1011 liable therefore, shall be notified in 
writing by the secretary of the school 
board, or by the attendance ollicer, if 
here be one, ot such liability, and shall 
have opportunity by compliance with 
he requirements of this act then and 
hereafter to avoid the imposition of 
uch penalty. The tines provided for 
ty this act shall, when collected, be paid 
iver by the officers eol'eeting the same 
nto the c6unty treasury of the reapec- 
ive counties; for the use of the proper 
chool treasurer of the city or school 
sttict in which such person convicted 
eaides, to be applied and accounted for 


>y such treasurers in the same way as 
ther moaeys raised for school purposes; 
uch fines shall be collected by a process 
f law similar to the collection of other 
.nes. 
Section 3. If deemed necessary for 
be better enforcement of the provisions 
f this act, boards of school directors or 
chool controllers in cities, boroughs and 
ownships, may employ one or more per- 
ons to be known as attendance ollicers, 
hose duty it shall be to look after, ap- 
r«liend and place in such schools as the 
erson in parental relation may desig- 
ate, truants and others who fail to at- 
eud school in accordance with the pro- 
•isions of this act. 
The persons appoint- 


d iiuch attendance officers shall be en- 
tied to such compensation, not exceed- 
ng two dollars a day, as sl>all be fixed 
y the board appointing them, and such 
ompensation may be paid out of the 
chool fund; boards of school directors 
r controllers may set apart school rooms 


public school buildings for children 


who are habitual truants or who are in- 
ubordinate or disorderly during their 
ttendance upon instruction in the pub- 
c schools. 
Section 4. It shall be the duty of the 
ssessor of voters of every district at the 
pring registration of voters, or as soon 
s possible thereafter, to make, in a sub- 
tan tial book provided by the county 
ommissioners for that purpose, a care- 
ul and correct list of all children be- 
ween the ages of eight and thirteen 
ears within his district, giving the 
ame, age and residence of each, and 
nether in charge of a parent, guardian 
r other person, together with such other 
nformation as may be deemed neees- 


iry, which enumeration shall be return- 
I by said assessor to the county eom- 
issioners of the county in which the 
numeration is made, whose duty it will 
e to certify it to the secretary of the 
roper school district, who shall imtnedi- 
.ely furnish the principal or teacher of 
ich school with a correct list of all 
lildren in his or her district who are 
ubject to the provisions of this act. 
nd the said assessors shall be paid 


shown for the neglect of the require- 
ments of this act, tlte cost of said pro- 
ceedings shall be paid out of the district 
funds upon a proper voucher appioved 
by the board of directors or controllers. 


Section B 
The sectetaiy or attend- 


ance ollicer, if there be one, of any board 
of directors or controllers who wilfully 
refuses or neglects to comply with the 
provisions of this act shall he guilty of a 
misdemeanor, 
and 
upon 
conviction 


thereof before an alderman or justice of 
the peace, shall forefit a line not exceed- 
ing twenty-five dollars. 


Section 7. All laws or parts of laws 


inconsistent 
herewith are hereby re- 


pealed.

By giving my approval to 


this measure, there will appear on our 
statute books for the first time in the 
hibtory of the Commonwealth a com- 
pulsory educational law. 


The General Assembly in the sessions 


of 1S91 and ISO." passed a compulsory 
educational net somewhat similar to the 
present measure, each of which met 
with Executive 
disapproval. 
There 


appears to be throughout the Common- 
whalth a general desirfl for such a law. 
I have not received a single protest from 
any citizen against this bill so far as I 
recall. 
The unanimity with which it 


was passed by the Legislature its well as 
the large number of requests made upon 
me to sign it, clearly indicate thegeneial 
desire on the part ot the people for a 
compulsory educational law. Under 
these conditions lam convinced that I 
should not obtrude any individual judg- 
ment which I may have ou this question 
of public policy. This measure provides 
tor compulsory education in perhaps the 
least objectioual form to those who op- 
pose it on principle, and offends as little 
against the personal rights of the citizen 
as possible, 
t, therefore, approve the 


bill, but, if by experience the expecta- 
tions of the people are riot realized, 
future legislation 
doubtless will meet 


their demands.

Colonel Henry Watteraon, of Kentucky, 


who has been mentioned as the possible 
choice of the sound money Democrats for 
the Presidential nomination, has been in- 
terviewed by a correspondent of the -Y>"' 
York llsr'd'l and readily expressed his 
views upon the Presidential situation. Mr. 
Watteraon was first asked whether he 
would accept the nomination. 


"The question," he replied, "places me 


in thedilemma which the Kentucky pion- 
eer had to face when he ascertained that 
'Injuns' were on the upper road and death 
upon the lower. To decline what has not 
byen offered, and what nobody has a right 
to offer, is presumption. To accept is so- 
licitation, and to refuse to speak is to in- 
vite misrepresentation. 


"Immediately after the Chicago Con- 


vention f N\rote to Messrs. Whitney, Car- 
lisle and other friondi at home, represent- 
ing i:he need of another convention, plat- 
form and ticket. 
That by any chance mv 


own name might te considered as a nomf- 
nee did not occur to my mind, and I gave 
reasons, which seemed to me siifiicirat, 
whv Carlisle should take the leadership of 
this movement toward good government 
and sound Democracy, 
fn 3ii« default the 


names of General Palmer and General 
Buckner and Genera! BragK and Secretary 
Morton came readily to me. 
Can it be 


possible that ench of these gentlemen has 
refused to wear the crown of thorn", at 
once so honorable and so distinguished, or 
is this some phantom cross of gold with 
which you seek to tempt me?" 


"It is merely a simple question I ask 


you, 
Mr. AVatterson, in want, of a simple 


and direct answer." 


"Quite two years ago,'' answered Mr. 


Watterson, "I withdrew from all personal 
relation to party politics, which circum- 
stances and not inclination forced upon 
tne. I have not now and never have had 
the faintest political ambition. Surround- 
ed by my family and my books I am liv- 
ing an id'yllic life in an ideal region, hap- 
py in my work, which is not merely con- 
genial, but which produce fruits I shall 
need, for I am not a rich man. 


"To abandon this, to throw myself into 


the activities of an exciting campaign, to 
become a participant in an embittered 
family quarrel, to give over to angry crim- 
ination the associations of a life time, and 
in advance to mortgage the repose of my 
old age—for this is but the beginning of a 
national movement and controversy, the 
end of which no man can clearly see—are 
sacrifices before whose contemplation one 
of easy going, peace loving disposition may 
well stand aghast. 
Jf, therefore, anything 


could move me to bolt the forthcoming 
Indianapolis Convention, it would be my 
own nomination. But! have never urged 
any man to do what I durst not myself 
attempt, and when the convention meets, 
and if it decides to put a ticket in the field 
and is unable to induce any of the other 
gentlemen I have named to take up the 
thankless post of duty, 1 would take it if I 
knew it led me to the stake. 


"But I am clearly of the opinion that no 


such ticket should be put in the field and 
no citizen placed in such a position unless 
it be with the warm and active support of 
the administration, for whose vindication 
the movement and its nominees must be 
largely enlisted, and will be held responsi- 
ble. 


"I can only hope, so far as my own 


nomination is concerned, that no such 
contingency will arise, for to me it would 
fall little short of a catastrophe."

agents. The department agents are ex- 
Kepreaeutative John F. Thomas, Carroll- 
town, Cambria county; J. G. Preston, 
Carversvilie, Berks county; S. S. Blyhold- 
er, Leechburg, Armstrong county; Aaron 
I. Weidner, Arendtsville, Adams county; 
Isaac P. Jackson, Kelton, Chester county, 
and Oliver D. Schock, Hamburg. 


There are over 925 brands of fertilizers 


licensed for sale in this state. All samples 
analyzed are drawn under path and the 
special agents must also certify under oath 
that they are not interested in the manu- 
facture or sale of any commercial fertili- 
zers. This ensures entire fairness and im- 
partiality. The agents have been ordered 
to report for duty next Monday. 


.JUDGE Ctri'S TJXEIK FEES. 


Judge Bell last Wednesday handed 


down an opinion in the case of Constable 
John Roe, of Altoonn, against the Blair 
County Commissioners for costs for serving 
subpoenas issued in the Court. The deci- 
sion will cause consternation among the 
constables. 
Roe had charged his fees 


under the law of 1893, allowing constables 
to charge 50 cents for subpoenas and 10 
cents for each mile traveled. The Com- 
missioners refused to pay the bill and the 
case was appealed. 
In his opinion Judge 


Bell decided that in serving such snb- 
pcenas the constable acts as a Deputy 
Sheriff, and is entitled to only 15 cents for 
subpcenas and six cents for each mile 
traveled. 
It is expected that the con- 


stables will combine and hereafter refuse 
to serve such subpcenas.

The fact 
part is hia quotation of the terms under 
which the Board tendered and I at last 
accepted the Franklin Professorship. 


Let me now give some other facts, an- 


tecedent to as well as illustrative of 
those terms. 


Under date June 24th, 1875, the faculty 


received official notice from the board of 
trustees, that its officers had been in- 
structed to have the charter amended 
according to the following resolution : 


lienalveil, That any professor or in- 


structor may resign Ills position in the 
college or preparatory department, on 
giving in writing six months' notice of 
such intention lo the board of trustees, 
or either of its ollicers, and the board of 
trustees may remove any professor or in- 
structor at discretion, to take effect in 
six months from the date of such action. 


The faculty at this time was compos- 


ed of M. Valentine, L, II. Croll, II. L. 
Baufther, A. Martin, II. E. Jacobs, J. 
A. Himes, P. M. Bikle, E. S. Breiden- 
baugh. 


At a faculty meeting, March 9th, 1870, 


a committee was appointed "to suggest 
to the officers of the Board to suspend 
the application for a change of charter, 
of which notice has been given, until the 
next meeting of the Board, in order that 
we may present our objections to the 
proposed action." 


IJr. Valentine and Prof. Baugherwere 


appointed said committee. 


At a faculty meeting held April 8th, 


1870, this committee reported tbeofficers 
reply that the matter was not in their 
hands to do as requested. Whereupon 
a committee was appointed "to state 
our objections and propose a substitute 
for the hoard's proposed amendment, 
such as will meet tbe faculty's views." 
Profs. Baugher and Jacobs were ap- 
pointed said committee. 


This committee reported at a special 


meeting of the faculty, June 2-lth, 1S70. 
and after discussion the following was 
adopted : 


"That we recommend the striking out 


of the woids 'at discretion' in the pro- 
posed amendment, and the insertion in 
Sec. 8. of the charter, after the words 
'for breaches of the ordinances of the in- 
stitution,' the words 'rejection of the 
Christian faith, or for other stated 
cause, fudged sufficient by a majority o* 
the hoard, at any regular meeting, or by 
a unanimous quorum at any special 
meeting; the Professor in all cases to 
have a copy of the charges alleged 
against him and an opportunity of a 
hearing before the board, and that this 
insertion shall take the place of the 
words 'or other misconduct which shall 
be deemed snlfident." " 


With some further suggestion, not 


material hete, there was added also: 
"We further ask the attention of the 
hoard to -1th section oC the charter, and, 
if it is contrary to any point proposed 
above, suggest that it be made to corres- 
pond with the above either by amend- 
ment or erasure.' 


Under date July 1st, 1878, the board 


officially reported to the faculty its ac- 
tion on the above representations, as 
follows: 


WHEREAS, The purpose of the pro 


posed amendment to the charter of the 
college, adopted at the last meeting, has 
been misunderstood bv a portion of the 
faculty, and by the Evangelical Minis- 
terium ot Pennsylvania, both of whom 
have indicated a purpose to resist it; and 


Whereas, the amendment to the pro- 


position, suggested by the faculty in 
thtir report, are inadmissible, as placing 
upon the necessary power of removal ex- 
isting in the Board, a limitation excep- 
tionable and undesirable; and 


Wliereas, The Board, though claiming 


the sole right, as the governing power of 
the college, to determine what changes 
in the charter may be desirable, are at 
present unwilling, for prudence sake, to 
have an unseemly wrangle over this 
question either in courts or elsewhere, 
the more as it is in the power of the 
Board to accomplish the object they 
chielly desire in ordinary forms of pro- 
cedure at their discretion ; therefore, 


Itesolcect, That the officers of the 


Board be directed to ask a discontin- 
uance of the pending proceedings in the 
court of Adams county, for a modifica- 
tion ot the charter. 


When, then, in 1883, the first time a 


professor was to be elected since the at- 
tempt to change the charter, tbe board 
accompanied my call to the Franklin 
professorship with resolutions which 
"Alumnus" says were adopted "before 
proceeding to an election"—evidently 
carrying out their determination "to ac- 
complish the object they chiefly desire 
in ordinary forms of procedure at their 
discretion" (see their action above), con- 
trary to the position of the faculty and 


thereafter come into the faculty, as the 
common ruleof the board, I mostreluct- 
lantly agreed to the terms proposed, as 
shown in my subsequent letter quoted 
by "Alumnus." But this calumniator, 
with unpaialleled baseness, tries to 
make the impression that the board's 
resolutions were directed against me 
personally for "disagreement with the 
board" and my "special talent for self- 
will and contention ;" and having been 
(as I have good reason to believe) one of 
my colleagues in 1878, now, in true as- 
sassin's style, he leaps upon me in the 
dark and stabs me in the back, for try- 
ing consistently to iitand by my collea- 
gues and the action in which he had a 
part!

To 
be true to ray colleagues of the faculty 
and consistent with my vote and action 
with them in 1S76, I added to my letter 
of acceptance the following: 


"With respect to the accompanying 
paper of resolutions, whilst I recognize 
the general principle contained in them 
to be correct and look upon the board of 
trustees as the sole authorized governors 
of the institution, so far as they conflict, 
with the unanimous opinion of the facul- 
ty expressed when I was a member of it, 
I do not consent to them." 


In the afternoon of the same day, after 


notice from the board that my form of 
acceptance, i, e., with the clause above 
give'B appended, was unsatisfactory, etc., 
I sent the board the following letter: 


"DEAR SIRS:—fn view.of the fact 


that the latter part of my letter, of ac- 
ceptance of the Franklin' Professorship 
this morning was misunderstood by a 
portion of the Board, I berebyexpess my 
full recognition of the -Board of Trus- 
tees, as the supreme governing power of 
the College; and that il; was not'at all 
my purpose to set myself in antagonism 
to the Board." 


That night a committee of the board 


.waited upon me with the board's de- 
mand for an unqualified answer, ana 
after much persuasion on tbe part'of 
that committee, who urged on me that 
the resolutions had no personal bearing,

"Alumnus" by a pastor and ioyal friend 
of the college in a Pennsylvania town, 
and from that friend came the sugges- 
tion that led to the writing oi the reply.

Baugher is iu error, and 110 i«ist or pre- 
sent colleague of his has a right to claim 
as his own the genial compliments that 
are lavished ou "Alumnus."

"Alumnus," though he has never been 
a professor, must take them all to him- 
self, and try to bear the honor as meekly 
as he can. 


But all this aside, now, the gratifying 


thing in Dr. Baugher's reply is, that it 
contains a full admission of that which 
is material in this issue—that he was 
elected to tbe Greek chair in 1S83 on the 
specific condition that he recognize the 
supreme governing power of the board. 
While admitting this, however, he seeks 
to break the force of it by calling atten- 
tion to a movement in the board iu 1875 
to have the college charter changed so as 
to put all the professors under tbe rule 
of a six months' notice in resigning or 
before action of dismissal must take ef- 
fect 
But had the doctor's mind been 


free from passion he would hardly have 
called attentioii to this, for instead of 
alleviating it only makes his case the 
worse. For, the movement at that time 
to make this a general rule of the insti- 
tution was dropped because the board, 
giving the "sole right as tbe governing 
pywer of the college," could accomplish 
tb>3 object they desire in ordinary forms 
of'nrecedure at their discretion." And 
on—vVv^t occasion did the board deem it 
nectary to assert this "sole right?" 
H was on the occasion of Dr. Baugher's 
election the second tinie to the Greek 
chair in 18S3. And it was then that, 
going even beyond insistance on the six 
months' rule, they demanded an explicit 
pledge from Dr. Baugher, in writing, of 
his purpose to recogniz e the board as the 
supreme governing power of. the institu- 
tion, as the unalterable condition of his 
election. Dr. Baugher says he was as- 
sured by the committee that waited up- 
on him that all this bad no personal 
bearing, and was therefore to be applied 
to all who came into the faculty. 
We 


know not what the committee may have 
said to him, but we do know iliat there 
was this specific pledge of recognition of 
the supreme governing power of. tbe 
board; that having had experience with 
Dr. Baugher during his former incum- 
bency of the Greek chair, the board in- 
sisted on such recognition, and that 
when he attempted to qualify his recog- 
nition of the board's authority in his let- 
ter of acceptance, the board ordered the 
committee to return it to him and get 
from him in writing a categorical aecept- 
tance or refusal of the chair in accord- 
ance with all the terms on which it was 
thus tendered to him. Such an accept- 
ance he finally sent in. Dr. Buugher 
may not have approved the conditions 
annexed to his call. Manifestly he did 
not. 
But why then did he accept it at 


all? He was not bound to take the 
chair if tbe terms did not suit him ; but 
having accepted it under the terms, he 


was both legally and morally bound by | 
them, both in the matter ot obedienc 
to the board and acquiescence in tl 
board's right to remove him at discr< 
tion. It may not seem altogether char 
table to say so, but the doctor's convi 
tious throughout this entile matter a[ 
pear lo have been rather fluctuating 
lie had convictions agaiuat the terms o 
his election ; still he accepted the chaii 
and though "mostreluctlantly," his con 
victious were sacrificed. In hu crusad 
against the board for its definition of tb 
Strong profi ssorship, he proclaimed tha 
his conscience was involved ; but whei 
in December, JfcO.'l, the board came to 
gether to deal with uis case of eonscieuc 
imposed opposition, he solemnly boun> 
himself to support what he had declarec

report for the action of the board . 


"I. That tbe boaiil most earnestly re, 


pudiates the construction placed upon its 
action when establishing the.Strong pro 
fessorship, as an entire misconception o 
the intent thereof, and the board deepl; 
deplores the fact that the misconceptioi 
has caused misunderstanding and has 
given wholly unnecessary alarm as to the 
status of our college. 


"2 
That the board maintains tin 


principle involved in its action, viz , no 
denominational teaching in the clash 
work ii quired of all students of the col 
iege, with ample provision for the teach- 
ing of Lutheran doctrine by the Chaplain 
to all students who may be willing to re- 
ceive it, as the proper policyof the ad- 
ministration of our college, as in accord 
with the policy pursued by all our col- 
leges and by this college from its begin- 
ning, and as entirely consistent with the 
Lutheran status of this college. 


'6. That with a desire to remove all 


occasion for uncertainty, we add the fol- 
lowing statement to Item III [of origin- 
al action]. It is to be understood that 
this action shall in no way be regarded 
as affecting tbe status of the college as a 
Lutheran institution. 


In regard to the synods which have re- 


quested representation by synods in the 
board of trustees of the college and have 
asked for such modification of its charter 
as will enable them to secure in that form 
definite syuodical representation, your 
committee would offer the following res- 
olutions : 


j^t. IresoZrcfZ, That while we cannot 


see our way clear to grant the requests of 
the synod referred to, in the precise form 
in which they are made, we direct, in 
order to allay all uneasiness in regard to 
the Lutheran control of. the institution 
and to give assurance thereof, the ollicers 
of the board to apply to the Court of 
Adams county and to ask the insertion 
in Sec. 0. of the charter, after the words 
"board of trustees" where they first oc- 
cur, the words "of whom not lees than 
three-fourths shall always be members of 
the Lutheran Church." 


••'it. Resolved, That the board in Oiling 


vacancies as they from time to time occur, 
will by the election of new trustees se- 
cure, as far as possible, a ratable repre- 
sentation to all synods in its territory, 
especially to such as give to the college 
their undivided support. 


Your committee would also lecom- 


meud that the board adopt this action as 
a full and final statement of the whole 
question, and with a view to take away 
all cause for distrust and agitation, we 
request the various members of the fac- 
ulty to assure us iu writing, at an early 
date, that they will unite with the board 
in accepting this action in its entirety, 
that they will stand by it in the college 
and outside of the college, and will frown 
upon all agitation to unsf-ttle it. and use 
their best endeavors to overcome the 
existing opposition to the college, and to 
leslore confidence in it.

Such was the pledge Dr. Baugher cave 


How well be kept it is witnessed to by 
his "open letter," in which he openly and 
defiantly confesses iu diverse and reiter- 
ated forms of expression that he has been 
in antagonism to the board's action. Let 
it be distinctly understood that what he 
there calls "action undeuominationaliz- 
ing the college" is the action he himself 
promised to support, to stand by "in the 
college and outside of the college," and 
any agitation to unsettle which he would 
"frown upon." It is a pity that Dr. 
Baugher in bis reckless charges and al- 
most delirious writings since his removal 
has made it necessary to thus expose his 
course in some detail; but let it be re- 
membered that he, not another, has cre- 
ated the necessity. 


But one thing more. To those who 


have been lorg acquainted with Dr. 
Baugher's pugnacious temper and habit? 
ual attitude of complacent self-infalli- 
bility, theie is, of course, nothing new or 
unexpected in the revelation of spirit he 
has made in his recent printed utteran- 
ces. But we apprehend it will be a rev- 
elation to many, and that it will help 
them to understand the difficulties and 
embarrassments of the board in dealing 
with him, and why they were finally 
forced to take the action that removed 
him. As those who were responsible for 
the peace and efficiency of the college, 
what else was left for them to do ?

At a meeting of the Democratic Socie- 


ties of Pennsylvania in Erie, last Wed- 
nesday, Mr. Bryan made three stirring 
speeches to as many audiences in the 
evening, driven quietly from one hall to 
another.

"Oratory is the speech of the person 


who knows what he is talking about and 
means what he says, and in this cam 
naign you will find the orator every 
vhere. Come to my State and I will 
show you a banker and a money loaner 
who will go forth to preach the gospel of 
bimetallism as he never preached anj 
ither gospel in his life. I will show you

man who would fasten shackles upon 
0,000,000 of free men. 
"I will take you to the railroad shops 
nd will show you men who know more 
bout money questions than the presi- 
ent of the road knows about the sub 
ect. 
I will take you to a carpenter 


who, as he works at the bench, will re- 
olve in his mii<d these questions and 
ome nearer finding out what is an hon- 
st dollar than UK man who represents 
syndicate and bows to the dictation of 
jombard street. Ah, come with me to 
!ie farm and I will show you the man 
•ho follows the plow and whohasstudi- 
d this money question and who knows 
:iat if the doll.ire go up his wheat comes 
own, 
and you cannot answer the logic 


f that argument at all. 


I know a Western town where the 


eople congregate upon the streets and 
locked up the sidewalks talking of the 
icney question, and when they got so 
umerous they had to push them off the 
dewalks and blocked up the streets 100 
eet wide, and then in mder to allow 
ome business to go on the City Council 
ired a ball for these people to meet 
very day and discuss the money ques- 
on. My friends, when the people come 
o discuss the money question iu that 
•ay you cannot drive the tariff question 
ito the campaign with a pile driver. It 
not more taxes the people want. It 
more money to pay the taxes they al- 


eady have to-day." 
During the course of his second speech

legislate for its own people on every 
question, what claim can It make to 
independent government? The nation 
that controls our financial policies is 
more of an oppressor than the nation 
which stands over us with army or navy 
to def«at our political rights. It has 
been said by others (and I repeat it as 
my own opinion). I would rather have 
a foreign general in command of our 
army; I would rather have a toreiga 
admiral iu command of our navy, than 
to have the Treasury of the United 
States run upon the Republican plan. 


"If we had a foreign general at the 


tiead of our army we could in twenty- 
four hours in any time of trouble enlist 
enough American citizens to overpower 
our own army with its foreign generals. 
If we had a foreign admiral at the head 
of our navy, and the time should ever 
come when it injured us, we could equip 
i navy that could conquer our own navy 
with auy foreign assistance that it might 
secure. But if you put a man at the 
lead of the Treasury Department who 
believes the nation must bow to the 
dictation of some foreign nation, and 
who submits its financial policy to the 
lecisioa of aliens, you have a man vrho 
ixercisas a disastrous influence, not only 
in the workingman, but on all the 
wople. 


"If you want bimetallism, you must 


ict with those who favor bimetallism, 
and not with those who oppose it. Webe- 
ieve in the immediate restoration of bi- 
metallism, that is, in the immediate open- 
ig of our mints to tbe free and unlimited 
oinage of gold and silver at the present 
egai rat io of 10 to 1, and we do not believe 
n waiting for one year or one month or 
me day or one hour or one moment to ask 
ivhat other natious think about the prop- 
sition. We believe that this policy will 
laiiitaiu the parity between gold and 
ilver at the ratio of 18 to I; you may 
oubt the ratio—care not if you do. If 
ou are honestly i.i favor of bimetallism 
ou will rather risk that ratio than join 
hose who will not give you 


say that they must protect their busi- 
ness by defeating the ticket nominated 
at Chicago, we shall appeal to the mil- 
lions of business men who will make a 
business of politics this year and who 
will declare that a government of the 
people, by the people and for the people, 
shall not perish from the earth.

I call your 
attention to the fact that the advocates 
of free silver coinage at ly to 1 have al- 
ways been willing to join with nations 
that are willing to join with us. 


"Before election day comes every Dem- 


ocrat who opposes the Chicago platform 
will have to make known why he opposes 
it. and if he does not give his real reason 
his neighbors will know why he opposes 
it (cheers). Don't understand me as ' 
finding fault with anybody who does op- 
pose our platform. I not only recognize 
the right of every man to use his ballot 
for the protection of his own interests 
aud of the interests of society as he un- 
derstands those interests, but 1 regard it 
as his duly to use his ballot so. But 
there is another thing. 


"I regard it an the duty of a man who 


wants to leave his party to have a reason 
for it which he is not afraid to write up- 
on the walls, so that he who runs may 
read. I do not want him to say that he 
is opposed to the Chicago pUtform be- 
cause he loves his country, when his 
reason may be that his salary from a 
trust may have more influence with bim 
than the welfare of his country.

Kimaway Trolley Car. 


Terrible llu ,h I),,nil (In- 


Mountain 


Forty pei-sous were more or less injur- 


ed by the brakes of a trolley car faifmg 
to work, last Sunday evening a week, on 
a steep mountain incline on the Freder- 
ick and Middletown Eiectric Railroad. 
The line was opened on Thursday, the 
.iOth, and on Sunday a large number of 
excursion parties from Frederick made 
.he trip. 


Tbe car on which the accident occur- 


red started from Braddock Heights, at 
the top of Catoctin Mountain, at 7 
o'clock. W. Mantz was the motormau 
and D. Kefauver conductor. 
Th-re 


were over a hundred people on the car, a 
arge number more than its capacity. 
The conductor and motorman tried to 
ceep a number of mea and boyt off, but 
they crowded in the car and the start 
was made down the steep grade with the 
leavy load. The motorman applied the 
brakes. Those in front seemed to hold 
but those on the rear wheels yielded and 
the speed of the car rapidly increased. 


For a while the people on the car did 


not seem to realize their peril, but this 
exhilaration of the dash down the tnoun- 
lain side soon turned to terror, as they 
reali'/ed that the car was beyond the 
loutrol of the motormau. A three-mile 
run was before them. 


Just before reaching a trestle over a 


ravine fifty feet deep the car gave a 
lurch, tbe window panes split from the 
strain, and it seemed that the timbers 
would bieak. Over the trestle the car 
lew at a terrific speed. The women and 
children screamed and several tried to 
eap to what would have been instant 
leath. Others fainted, but the men 
clinging to the sides of the flying car sup- 
ported and held them back. 


The motorman tried to reverse, but 


Ihe trolley slipped the wire and he was 
>owerless. He stuck bravely to his post, 
lowever, and called to the passengers to 
io!d on for their lives, as Uie car neared 
a sharp curve two miles and a half from 
he mountain top. 
The next instant there was a crash as 


.he car bounded from the rails and tum- 
id over. Tbe people were piled on top 
•f one another and jammed in the mass 
if wreckage. Many persons who had 
een the car tearing down the mountain 
lurried to the rescue, and the bruised 
ud maimed passengers were removed 
to their homes.

TUB COMPIT.SOKV EllVCATION ACT. 
In another column will be found in 


full the Compulsory -Education Act ol 
Pennsylvania. This law is for the bene 
fit of those children whose parents are 
neglectful of their children's interests or 
whose guardians are careless of their 
ward's advantage. It is the intention of 
the State that all of its children shall 
have reasonable educational privileges, 
and, \\hile this act may work hardship 
in some cases, it will result on the whole 
in a general good. 


The act provides that parents, guardi- 


ans and others having chi».n u between 
the ages of eight and thirteen in then 
control shall send such children to the 
school in the District for at least sixteen 
weeks during the term, with the pro- 
visos as will be noticed. It imposes a 
fine on such persons as have children 
under their management, of not exceed- 
ing two dollars ou the first conviction 
and live dollars for each subsequent con- 
viction of a neglect of this duty, and 
provides for the appointment of officers 
whose business it is to look after truants. 
The School Board may set aside special 
rooms for children who are hab'tuaL 
truants or are insubordinate or diso Icr- 
ly. 


Teacheis are directed to furnish the 


Directors, at the close o£ each school 
month, with a list of all childien who 
were absent for five days during the 
month without a satisfactory excuse, 
and penalties are provided for breaches 
of the various provisions of the act. 


The intention of the Legislature iti 


adopting this act was unquestionably 
very good, and, if the law is practicable, 
which can only be determined by a trial, 
it will accomplish an excellent purpose. 
Various reports of the State's Educa- 
tional 
Department indicate that the 


education of many of the children of the 
State, especially of those of some of our 
cities, has been neglected by reason, 
often, of the indifference of parents urd 
guardians. It was to benefit such chil- 
dren that the act was passed. 


The law is of especial interest at thi.< 


time when the Public Schools are about 
to be opened for another year's work, 
and will doubtless be read with interest 
by parents and children alike.

AT PHILADELPHIA— 


TUE NAME "jKFFERSONIAN PAK- 


TY" 3EI.KCTED. 


The Democratic sound money move- 


ment in Pennsylvania assumed a definite 
shape in Philadelphia last Tuesday. The 
gathering, which was a representative one, 
was enthusiastic on the question of a gold 
standard; and, this being the only issue 
before the convention, there were no con- 
tests. 


The convention selected 
presidential 


electors-at-large, delegates and delegates- 
at-large to the Indianapolis convention, 
chose a state central committee, and adopt- 
ed the name "Jeffersonian party" as the 
title of the organization in this state. The 
platform reiterates the financial plank of 
the late Democratic state convention at 
Allentown, denounces the Chicago conven- 
tion, declares that the nomination of a 
third ticket by the Indianapolis conven- 
tion is the only alternative for the preser 
vation of Democracy, and pledges unfal- 
tering support to the National Democratic 
nominees. 


The convention was called to order in 


Musical Fund hall at 12.03 o'clock by 
William M. Singerly, the proprietor of the 
I'hiluddphiu. Beconl. The printed list of 
the delegates showed that thirty-four coun- 
ties were represented, but telegrams were 
received from other counties declaring 
sympathy with the movement and stating 
that the time was too short to send dele- 
gates. The leaders claimed that fifty-five 
of the sixty-seven counties of the state 
were directly or indirectly represented at 
the convention. 


Mr. Singerly, who was chosen as a pres- 


idential elector-at-large by the Allentown 
convention, but who withdrew from the 
ticket after the nomination of Bryan and 
Sewall, was applauded when he appeared 
as the temporary officer.

speech and then introduced John C. Bul- 
litt as permanent chairman. 


The introduction of Mr. Bullitt as the

We are informed that the late W. D. 


Holtzworth, who was, perhaps, the best 
informed man of his time on subjects re- 
lating to the battle, especially on the posi- 
tions of the various troops, was ot the 
opinion that Lee had no established head- 
quarters while here, and he therefore did 
not agree with this general impression. 


Henry Dustman, whose uncle lived on 


the place now owned by Geo. F. Basehoar, 
says that his uncle told him several times 
that he thought General Lee was not in 
the stone building at any time during the 
battle, and this statement is corroborated 
by a lady who resided within a hundred 
feet of the building. 
By a number of 


people General Lee was seen during the 
battle riding from the rear to the crest of 
the Ridge. A fact which goes to show that 
his headquarters were farther away from 
Gettysburg than the stone house, and 
points to the truth of the statement that 
it was in the apple orchard on the farm 
now owned by Samuel 
than to the stnne house.

Col. Bacheldor, the Battlefield historian, 
did not believe that Lee's headquarters 
were in this building. 


Guide L. W. Minnigh says that Mrs. 


Thompson, who lived in the stone house 
during the battle, told him that General 
Lee was in the house about a quarter of an 
hour; that he thinks Lee's Headquarters 
were in the above mentioned orchard. 


Guide Capt. J. T. Long says that Gen- 


eral Lee hid no established headquarters, 
but occupied headquarter tents which 
were moved from time to time.

BETTER HOUSES. 


THE PROBABLE EFFECT OF THE 


TBOU.HV INVASION—T.IGHTKK 


AND FASTKK ANIMALS. . 


That prices of horses went down is no 


indication that there will not in the future 
be a demand for horses at good prices. 
The supply of horses for uss on the 
street railrords in cities was quite up to 
the demand, and when the trolley lines 
displaced the horse the market received 
a sudden blow, the results of which are 
well known. Farmers who were breed- 
ing horses disposed of their mares and 
gave up the business. 
When a colt is 


foaled it does not reach the market for 
from three to five years, hence it is 
somewhat slower to adjust the demand 
and supply again compared with otlier 
stock. 
Cattle are not subject to the 


same drawbacks as horses, as they enter 
into the food supply, and the market 
can quickly recover, owing to the ready 
means of disposing of the surplus, but 
horses can only be disposed ot-for certain 
purposes, their number being reduced 
by natural causes, and gradually. Every 
year the surplus will be less, aud as 
fewer horses are now being raised, the 
normal condition of the horse market 
will soon be reached. 


BETTER BREEDS. 


The horses of the future will be of 


better quality. Before the agitation of 
the subject of good roads heavy horses 
were required in order to move loads. 
Speed is now more desirable, and lighter 
horses will be preferred. The ox-team 
is better adopted for rough roads than a 
team of horses, and there was a time 
when a yoke of oxen could be found on 
every farm, but oxen are slow, hence 
farmers willingly sacriticed them in 
order to use the speedier horse, and as 
the roads gradually improved the horse 
supplanted the ox. 
This is just the 


position in which the I'ercheron and 
Clydesdale horses stand to-day. 
Ten 


years ago they were in the lead, but the 
French coach, Cleveland 
bay and 


hackney are taking their place, because 
the roads are becoming better, and more 
speed is required in moving loads. 
Farmers who could not before move 
their produce to the railroad stations 
during the winter, when the roads were 
bad, are now using the wide tire wagons 
aud quick horses. The cost of trans- 
porting an article to market depends 
largely upon the length of time required, 
and the profit must be made by reducing 
both the time and labor. 


FCTtTIUI DEMAND. 


Good roads will increase the demand, 


because more vehicles can be used, 
where before they were impossible. The 
bicycle may displace the horse to some 
extent, bat there are uses for the horse 
in which he has no competitor, and it 
may be added that the large army of 
bicycle riders is not recruited from those 
who use horses entirely. The bicvcle 
has been the cause of better roads and 
thus increased the uses for the horse, 
which will be apparent iu a few years, 
as the driving horse will appear on the 
scene with more speed. Farmers who 
take a gloomy view of the outlook for 
horses should not overlook the fact that 
the colts have not had time to grow 
since the depression iu prices, aud that 
horses will for a time become scarcer. 
There is a profit for the farmer who will 
raise colts of superior quality. It is not 
necessary to attempt to breed fast 
trotters, but it is essential that only 
meritorious sires be used. Tlie demand 
will be largely iu favor of family driving 
horses, and for horses of medium size, 
which are adopted for general work on 
the farm, with quick action on the road, 
rather thau for heavy horses, with slow 
mcnement, and horses can be raised 
cheaper in the .East than they can be 
transpoi ted t'roii the far West.—J'hila-

Farmers''and Conditions. 


Tlie statement has recently been made 


that the ranchers o{ Noi'Hi Paibta, 
Idaho and Washington havl about -125,- 
000 horses on their hands for which they 
cannot find purchasers at arty price, the 
causes of the glut in the hprse market, 
being the trolley street railways and the 
bicycle. 


The big ranchers are not the only nor 


the principal sufferers from the substitu- 
tion of electricity and the bicycle for 
horse power. The owners of the liorse 
ranches of the far West are few in num- 
ber. The farmers who have for years 
raised horses for the city markets are 
numerous, and are to be found iu every 
State west of the Allegheny Mountains. 
Jfeither are the horse farmers the only 
sufferers by the new revolution in loco- 
motion. Horses eat corn, oats and hay, 
and while one set of farmers formerly 
raised horses for cioy service, another 
grew the provender horses are fed on. 
Both alike Had their occupation goiie. 
The electrical power house eats coal and 
the bicycle does not eat anything, and 
between the two the demand for horses 
and horse provender has taken a mighty 
drop. 


These are two of the items that have?r') 


gone to make the farmer's lot an unusu- 
ally hard one. * Another is the competi- 
tion of the newly developed wheat fields 
of Argentina and Australia, aud still an- 
other is the unfriendly legislation of 
European countries against American 
meat and dairy products. Adjustment 
to these new conditions is necessarily 
slow, and until adjustment is reached 
many of the farmers of the country will 
be compelled to sail close to the winds. 


That the hard times caused by these 


new conditions will be permanent is not 
to be expected. American farmers can 
adapt themselves to new condilions more 
readily than those of any other country. 
For the present, however, the conditions 
are against the fanner, and those who 
have been cauglit with cheap horses for 
which there is no demand must grow 
something besides horses as quickly us 
possible.—r/iila. Times.

The 
trees are at times so overloaded that the 
branches hang. It is then that by pick- 
ing off O'le-half the fruit u larger profit 
•will be made. This fall the trees should 
receive a liberal dressing of wood ashes, 
which will be ot great advantage to the 
trees next spring. 


Is the market stalls o£ England the 


carcasses of sheep and lambs are exposed 
with the skin left on the legs, which is 
done to convince customers that such 
meat is fiom mutton breeds, especially 
the Southdown, which have black legs. 
Such breeds as Merinos and Cotswolds 
are not so readily salable as the Downs 
breeds. In this country our markets 
should have the same rule, which would 
lead to better breeds for mutton and 
draw a line between the mutton aud 
wool breeds of sheep.

The State Charities. 


The Aniiiuil Keporl Maltcs a Wry l-'uvor- 


nblc Slimvhif,-. 


The annual report of the State Com- 


mission of Public Charities is about com- 
pleted. 
In the introduction President 


Mahlon Dickinson has this to say : "No 
community possesses a greater number 
of well conducted institutions for a like 
popular purpose." 


The report shows that there are in the 


State seventy-three regular alma-houses, 
of which thirty-seven iire county institu- 
tions and thirty-six local or district alms" 
houses. The aggregate number of in- 
mates a year ago was 10.278, To these 
14,357 were added during the year and 
14,104 discharged, leaving a total ot 10,- 
449 residents. Of the total 6 234 are 
men, 3,835 women and 380 children. 
There are 7,701 sane and 2 748 insane, 
idiotic or feeble-minded; 143 blind, aud 
50 d:'af and dumb. 


The indigent persons supported in 


almshouse districts are classified thus : 
In homes for children and in private 
families, 740 ; in hospitals for the insane, 
4200; in Morganza Reform School, 97 ; 
in training school at Elwyc, 322, and in 
other institutions, 84 ; total, 5,243. The 
number of persons in receipt of out-door 
relief during the year was 38,689, while 
44,0.37 vagrants were relieved in alms- 
house districts. 


The eost of maintaining the township 


poor in boroughs or townships in which 
there are no almshouses, was $319,388 32, 
the aggregate number of persons reliev- 
ed being 0 975

The President in dismissing Cadets Biles 


Bishop, Jr., and H. S. Coinmanger from 
the military academy at West Point, seizes 
the opportunity to express his contempt 
for hazing in forcible language.
